sooner if necessary, unless the results then 
gained and the general situation justified 
its continuance.” At the end’ of the forty- 
eight hours, however, the position was 
such that the choice did not lie between 
going on or stopping ; it lay between going 
on or going back. Again Sir Douglas Haig 
had to weigh the opposing factors. He 
decided to persist in an effort to secure 
the complete success which so far had only 
just eluded him. The new effort con- 
tinued for five days, during which the 
fate of a wide area of the German front in 
France hung perilously in the balance, 
and at their close neither was complete 
victory yet won nor was its possibility yet 
out of reach.

Its success was due to the breakdown 
of the defence ón the southern front of 
the salient formed by the British advance. 
The divisions in line here, Sir Douglas 
Haig records, were weak, and held very 


extended fronts. On the other hand, the | 


line in this southern sector had been in our 
hands for months, and its defences were 
complete and elaborately organised. It 
was here that, nevertheless, “the swift- 
ness with which the advance of, the 
enemy's infantry followed the opening of 
the bombardment appears to have over- 
whelmed our troops, both in line and in 
immediate support, almost before they 
had realised that the attack had begun.” 
Although an attack was expected. gener- 
ally, “wet in these areas of the battle at 
the moment of delivery the assault 
effected a local surprise.” The success 
which followed it Sir Douglas Haig regards 
as tending to show that the garrison 
allotted to this front was: insufficient, 
“either owing to want of numbers, lack of 
training, orexhaustion from previous ficht- 
ing.” The breakdown had ruinous conse- 
quences. The Guards came up and 
stopped the breach in a magnificent 
charge; but by this time the salient had 
become so congested that nothing remained 
but to withdraw from the wooded height 
of Bourlon, the vital objective of the whole 
week's fighting. Though the chance of a 
smashing victory was thus lost, the battle 
of Cambrai has still exerted an important 
influence on the course of the war. Its 
local gains were considerable. Its effect 


in diverting German reinforcements from 
Italy at a most critical period of the 


Italian campaign were even more im- 


portant. Finally, the great value of the 


tanks in the offensive has been conclusively 
proved, and Sir Douglas Hafg concludes 
his despatch with the observation that, 
“in view of this experience, the enemy 


may well hesitate to deplete any portion of | 


his front, as he did last summer. in order 


to set free troops to concentrate for | 
decisive action at some other point.” The 


bearing of that observation on the prospects 
of this year's campaign in the west is 


sufficiently obvious. 


Lay Secondary Teachers. 


In the debate on Irish education in the

He exposed the “illogical and 
mischievous” system under which the 
needs of Irish education are measured by 
the utterly different needs of education in 
England. The present grant of £50,000 
is based on the proportion of Ireland's 
income and population to those of Eng- 
land, and has no sort of relation to the 
real necessities of our case. As Sir 
Edward Carson said, the two questions 
by which those necessities must be tested 
are: Is Irish Intermediate education 
adequately financed at the present time? 
Are the teachers in our secondary schools 
properly educated and paid? The answers 
are that our Intermediate system is very 
inadequately financed, and that our lay

LETTER FROM THE CHAIRMAN. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMFS. 

Sin,—The importance of the pig and bacon 
industry is so great to Ireland, and the mis- 
apprehensions with regard to the recent Order 
appear to be so many, that I propose to state 
very shortly the reasoms that prompted the 
recommendation of that Order to Lord Rhondda 
by the Food Control Committee. 

In the first place, it must be borne in mind 
that the Order is by no means an ideal Order 
in the opinion of the Committee, but, failing 
the removal of any controlled price on pigs and 
pig carcases, or the raising of that price to a 
higher rate per cwt., it was the best they could 
obtain under the circumstances. The evils to 
be dealt with were very great: there has been 
much illicit dealing on the part of bacon-curers, 
pig-dealers, and irsh farmers, and all sorts of 
subterfuges have been resorted to in order to 
send over pigs in altogether excessive numbers 
to English buyers, who, apparently, are pre- 
pared to pay ~t any price for them. 

This dishonest trading and illicit dealing has 
been very hard to detect owing to the combina- 
tion between buyer and seller, has made bacon 
unduly scarce in Ireland, and is a bed thing 
for the trade in general, and has been especiall 
hard om the honest trader who decided to com- 

ly with the lew, and who im several insiances

The Order now in force, making it illegal to 
buy pigs for trade purposes except under licence, 
will, it is boped, until more drastic measures 
are taken, put a stop to the flagrant dishonesty 
that has taken place and ensble the honest 
burers to recoup their losses to some extent. 
One surprising feature in the cate is the 
effrontery with which those who have 
 profiteered '' during the disorganisation of 
the trade expect that they should stilk be al- 
lowed to injure the legiltumate treder—an at- 
tempt which will, in every way, be resisted by 
the Committee. and which is one of my reasons 
for submitting the case to the judgment of the 
Irish public The Committee know full wel!

One word before I close. In some cases, 
without doubt, the farmers have fed their pigs 
on flour because it was cheaper in comparison 
with other feeding stuffs.

Apart from this, 
however, the outlook as to flour is very grave, 
and may become more so, and the public must 
in the near future be prepared for a very short 
supply.
